There is no denying the 
fact he was afforded an opportunity far greater than was 
ever given another sire. Mated as he was with the best 
representatives of Brookside herd, as. well as the best of 
several other herds, his offspring were naturally expected 
to outdo the get of any previous bull, and in this regard 
they fulfilled the highest expectation of their owners and, 
of far more value, the fullest expectations of the public 
at large. 

The first daughter of King of the Pontiacs to be 
‘placed on official test and accepted to the Advanced Reg- 
istry was K. P. Princess Belle, that began her record 
March 3, 1909, just two days before King of the Pontiacs 
was four years of age. Calving at the age of 22 months, 
she made 10.47 pounds of butter from 215.7 pounds of 
milk, making her record the property of A. D. Loren, New 
York.

The year 1910-1911 held great and sensational things 
for him. We find him with just 50 tested daughters; two 
above 30 pounds; nine others above 20 pounds; six semi- 
official daughters; and with his first A. R. son—all as a 
six-year-old sire. We find his first 30-pound daughter in 
K. Alcartra that was also his first 20-pound daughter,

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Stimulating Dairy Production 


BULLETIN issued by the Department of Agriculture 

on Agricultural Production for 1918 contains some 
specific recommendations relative to dairy products that 
are of interest to Holstein men. The report of the depart- 
ment is prefaced with the following statement: ’ 

“The supply of dairy products should be maintained to 
meet the needs of this country and to help supply the in- 
creasing demands of the allies.” ; 

The World has always maintained that each Holstein 
breeder should take a very great interest in the*various 
dairy markets. If he is in a cheese and butter district the 
breeder ought to keep in close touch with these markets. 
If he lives in a district that supplies fluid milk he ought 
to keep up with the tendencies of this market. 

In many cases the Holstein breeder does this, as we 
have tangible evidence of his interest and activity through 
the fact that his work in many communities has brought 
down upon him the attention of the district attorney. Dis- 
trict attorneys are usually more or less strongly inclined to 
play politic? and, therefore, see more votes in a policy of 
playing up to the consumer and getting after the friends of 
the producer. However, there are still many localities in 
- which the Holstein breeder does not identify himself 
strongly enough with the marks which create the demand 
for his stock. 

Here is what the government says regarding dairy 
production in 1918: 

Dairy products are essential to the well-being of the 
nation, and the dairy cow produces more food with 
less feed than any other of our domestic animals. 
Before the war the United States received dairy 
products from about 20 foreign countries, now these 
supplies have been largely stopped and it has become 
necessary not only to replace them atihome, but also 
to export large quantities. In 1914, for instance, we 
imported approximately 64,000,000 poumds more of 
dairy products than we exported, not ihcluding fresh 
milk and cream. In 1917 we exported 320,000,000 
pounds more than we imported. 

The total amount of milk produced in this country 
in 1917 is estimated to be 84,611,350,000 pounds. Large 
losses occur, and the greatest is through the failure 
fully to utilize skim-milk and buttermilk for human 
food. These products have all of the food value of 
the whole-milk except the fat. A given quantity of 
them would produce seven times as much food value 
in the form of cottage cheese as they would produce in 
the form of meat if fed to livestock. The possibilities 
of increasing the supply of food by the fuller utiliza- 
tion of these by-products are enormous. In brief, 
there should be a better utilization of skim-milk and 
buttermilk, both as food on the farm and thru the 
market. 

Better results in dairying may be secured by 
proper sanitation and care in producing and handling 
milk; by better care and utilization of pastures; by 
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raising on the farm adequate supplies of rouse 
particularly legumes and silage, to take the 1 ee 
grains so far as is practicable; by preserving Petar $ 
purposes all the high producing animals and climia 
ing those that are inefficient; by feeding accordi oa 
production so as to secure the greatest yield of nae 
with the least quantity of feed, which necessitat 
record of production of individual cows: by th “fol 
utilization in the community of good bulls throngs :

How About a New Score Card? 


Fern rsa editorial in the Holstein-Friesian Register 
dealing with the Scale of Points and True Dairy Type 
takes the World to task pretty severely for mildly suggest. 
ing a change in the present form of our score card. Sec. 
retary Houghton, who is also editor of the Register, is 
presumably responsible for these remarks. A conversa- 
tion with him at Brattleboro some time back leads us to 
believe that this is so and that the editorial refers to a 
brief article by Prof. J. R. Dice of Morrisville, N. Y., ap.

Secretary Houghton’s characterization of such boldness 
on the part of Professor Dice and the World is strong, to 
say the least. It is couched in language that condemns not 
only the project. which is under discussion, but the state 
of mind and mental attainments of those who have had 
the temerity to propose such a thing. Professor Dice and 
the World—for we are in practical agreement with him re- 
garding the readiness of the association for a change in 
the score card—stand accused of being mentally incapable 
of dealing intelligently with such subjects. 

Perhaps Secretary Houghton is right, but the fact 
that he occupies a high official position in the association 
makes it very hard for us to bear the verbal chastisement 
which he has meted out. His lifelong experience in the 
high office he holds surely qualifies him to speak on the 
subject, even though it does not give him carte-blanche as 
judge of the qualifications of others to discuss these same 
topics. And while we grant his ability we cannot help 
but wish he had given us the benefit of his judgment as 
to our qualifications in private rather than to make such a 
wholesale and public condemnation. 

It is, and always has been, the policy of the World 
to bring up for discussion just such matters as these in 
the hope that such discussion will result in beneficial action. 
The article by Professor Dice was printed because of 
this policy. It is well within the province of a breed paper 
to bring forth such subjects for discussion and we will not 
be deterred from this policy simply because one maf,

I notice in the February 15th issue 
of the Register that the editor objects 
very strenuously to our suggestion 
that the Holstein-Friesian score card 
should be revised. We knew that 
there would be a difference of opinion 
on this subject, but we hardly ex- 
pected that the objections would be 
those which were advanced. 

As we understand it, there were 
three main objections. One, that we 
should not wish to change the “true, 
original type,” another that the abil- 
ity and experience of the committee 
that formulated the present card was 
much superior to anything that is 
now available, and finally that the 
present card should be dedicated to 
the memory of Solomon Hoxie, to 
whom the breed owes so much. 

On the first point, there should be 
no difference of opinion. No one 
should wish for a better ideal for the 
breed than the old-fashioned type of 
Holstein cow. It is the score card, 
not the cow, that we would suggest 
changing. : 

When we question as to who would 
be qualified to revise our card today, 
we have but to look to E. A. Powell, 
W. J. Gillett, and several other breed- 


ers and even a few college professors 
who have had a lifetime of experi- 
ence with the breed, and have studied 
it both at home and,in Holland. Sure- 
ly there are those who are now avail- 
able who could be trusted with this 
important duty. 

To let our present score card go 
unchanged in honor of its present 
author does not seem to be a fitting 
tribute to Mr. Hoxie. Solomon 
Hoxie was perhaps the most progres- 
sive Holstein breeder of his day as he,

more than any other man, was ever 
planning for the future welfare of the 
breed. 

To quote Mr. Hoxie, “With Mr. 
Burchard I drew up the original 
scale of points of the Holstein#Fries- 
ian Association; and with Mr. Bur- 
chard and W. J. Gillett reviséd it as 
it now stands.” This in itself shows 
that Mr. Hoxie believed in revision 
when experience seemed to indicate 
that it was necessary. : 

Mr. Hoxie was not only*progressive 
himself, but he was evidently willing 
to ‘accept the best that others could 
offer as the present Holstein card 
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follows very closely the dairy cattle 
card that was used by the dairy in- 
structors of his day. That is even 
one of the faults of the card—it does 
not depart far enough from the old 
dairy cow card to give the color and 
size requirements for a Holstein. It 
is reasonable to’ believe that if he were 
to help make a card today, he would be 
inclined to use as a guide the form of 
card that is being used by our best 
dairy instructors and, by so doing, 
there would not necessarily be any 
call for an attempt, to change the 
true, original type of the breed. We 


‘should have a card which would set 
\forth that type more clearly. 


May we remark: Probably few 
breeders are very much interested in 
the score card for they know what 
kind of cow they like, so that the 
card does not, to any great extent, 
influence them. The next generation 
of breeders are now in school and 
from the grade school up to the col- 
lege they are studying breeds more 
than any generation that has gone be- 
fore. It should be the duty of the 
men back of every breed of farm ani- 
mals to give these students and their 
often unqualified instructors just as- 
much assistance as possible. A Hol- 
stein card in this twentieth century 
that, for instance, emphasizes an 
escutcheon and ignores entirely size, 
vigor and color is not a true guide 
and does not do justice to our breed 
of cattle. Escutcheons are a special- 
ty of another breed.

Nebraska has at last arrived in Hol- 
steindom. Shé proudly points to 
Niva Kalmuck, who recently com- 
pleted a record of 36.141 pounds of fat 
or 45.176 pounds of butter and 644.9 
pounds of milk in seven days.

Present indications point to the 
greatest sale that the Holstein breed 
has ever known at Milwaukee next 
June. H. A. Moyer, who has been 
sale director of the last two National 
Sales, held at Detroit, Mich., and 
Worcester, Mass., has returned from 
a western trip, during which he se- 
cured approximately 100 animals from 
the following states: Washington, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin, Ohio and the Dominion of Can- 
ada. It is expected that fully ten east- 
ern breeders will consign at least five 
head each, which will bring the total 
number of head to be offered at Mil- 
waukee to approximately 175. Inas- 
much as this is too many to be sold 
in two days it has been decided by 
Mr. Moyer to make the sale a three- 
day event, staging it on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, June 6th, 7th 
and 8th. 

These 175 head will be consigned by 
45 of the representative breeders, east 
and west. No less than fourteen 
states will be represented. 

The offerings, which will be in 
keeping with this sale, already include 
two 40-pound cows, six sons of 40- 


pound cows, three daughters of 40- 
pound cows and no less than 100 30- 
pound cows or sons and daughters of 
30-pound cows. This exceeds by 50 


per cent, practically speaking, the 
number of animals offered in these 
classes of any previous sale. And 


this assertion will doubtless be made 
certain by later entries which may be 
expected between now and sale time. 

The history of the National Sales 
under Mr. Moyer’s management has 
proved one of the absorbing chapters 
of Holstein history in this country. 
Mr. Moyer took over this proposition 
previous to the annual meeting at De- 
troit, Mich., in 1916, and at the close 
of a two-day sale of 140 animals, had 
secured for the consignors over 
$155,000, or an average of $1,107.73. 
In this sale two sons of 40-pound 
cows were offered and the _ highest 
price obtained was $20,000. A year 
later, at Worcester, Mass., the sale of 
143 animals for $296,470 gave an aver- 
age of $2,073.21. At Worcester two 
40-pound cows were sold—both 
world’s champions—four sons of 40- 
pound cows and two daughters of 40- 
pound cows. The highest price ob- 





tained was $53,200. At Detroj 
30-pound cows or sons or daa 
of 30-pound cows were offered. At 
Worcester there were 65. For Mil- 
waukee there are already 100, 


From the data obtained, by com- 
parison of the Detroit and Worcester 
sales, it will be seen that with respect 
to buyers the Detroit sale proved 
more satisfactory, although the aver- 
age price obtained was scarcely half 
that gotten at Worcester. At Detroit 
there were 73 buyers from 18 states. 
At Worcester there were 57 buyers 
from 17 states. 


It may be safely predicted even at 
this early moment that the Milwaukee 
sale will go down in history as one of 
the very greatest the Holstein breed 
has known. There is.an unprecedented 
demand for dairy cattle. The sale will 
be located in the middle west, which 
is the gateway to the locality that is 
demanding, and will demand, Hol- 
steins in such quantities as to swamp 
the capacity of every breeding estab- 
lishment in this country. The Mil- 
waukee sale will amaze even the most 
enthusiastic Holstein man. 





A NEW HERD SIRE AT CLEVE- 
LAND‘ CITY FARM. 
Following out their custom of 
breeding for extreme yearly produc- 
tion, the City of Cleveland Farm has 
recently acquired a junior sire bred 
most sensationally in this respect.

Small, shipped her to the exhibition 
where she completed a seven-day rec- 
ord of better than 33 pounds of but- 
ter from better than 630 pounds of 
milk. This she did in the presence of 
the throng attending the show and 
after having been shipped 150 miles 
and giving birth to twin calves. 
Early Dawn Peep 2d is an individ- 
ual of outstanding merit. She carries 
a most beautiful udder, has a long, 
level rump, is exceptionally deep 
through the heart and is, in all, a most 
desirable dam for a herd sire. She is 
a full sister to Aaggie Wayne Peep of 
the Schroeder herd with a production 
of 27,762.5 pounds of milk and 1,250.35 
pounds of butter. They are in this 
regard the world’s greatest full sis- 
ters. They are the only two full sis- 
ters in the world each of which has 
crossed the 1,000-pound mark and 


they are likewise the only two full 
sisters each of which has crossed the 
26,000-pound mark for milk. 


As to the sire of this new bull—- 


Maplecrest Pontiac Hartog has four 
daughters that have completed year’s 
records averaging 813 pounds of but- 
ter and 16,524 pounds of milk at an 
average age of 2 years 4 months and 
22 days. He is a son of Pontiac 
Aaggie Korndyke with six 1,000-pound 
daughters while his dam is Burton 
Highlawn 2d’s MHartog with three 
yearly record daughters, one of which 
is the famous Highlawn Hartog De 
Kol with 1,247.92 pounds of butter 
from 25,592.5 pounds of milk in a year. 
She in turn is the dam of Maplecrest 
Pontiac Flora Hartog, also with the 
record of better than 1,200 pounds of 
butter from 25,000 pounds of milk, 
constituting the only mother and 
daughter each of which has produced 
in excess all these amounts. Burton 
Highlawn 2d’s Hartog -was Ohio’s 
first 30-pound cow. She is one of the 
two 30-pound cows of the herd pro- 
ducing two 30-pound daughters that 
each has a daughter to do likewise. 

It is interesting to note that there 
are now ten cows in the Cleveland 
City herd having records that average 
1,071.3 pounds of butter from 25,786.4 
pounds of milk and by crossing this 
youngster with these great animals 
this establishment should produce 
something very fine in the way of ani- 
mals with yearly record backing.

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Cold Storage for Farm Produce. 

I wonder if we realize what a won- 
derful thing the great cold storage 
plants of today are. When we think 
cold storage, undoubtedly many of us 
call to mind the hated middleman, 
who, by their aid, is enabled to pay 
us very moderate prices at the con- 
clusion of the harvest for our perish- 
able products and then, some six 
months later (or perchance six years) 
sells the same produce at double and 
triple prices. 

The food situation would be ex- 
ceedingly more complex, however, if 
food were not preserved from day to 
day for future use. It would be of 
a hand-to-mouth situation in truth. 
The oranges and lemons of California 
now travel in safety across the hot 
western desert lands and reach east- 
ern markets in fine condition. The 
consolidation of -citron growers, 
world famous, who grow their crops 
on California and Florida soils would 
never have become the great forces 
they are now, except for cold storage 
as exemplified in the refrigerator cars. 
Their fruits.could never reach eastern 
or northern states in eatable condi- 
tion and their vast businesses have 
grown only since transportation fa- 
cilities became perfect for convey- 
ing their product. Just as with famous 
Oregon and Washington apples which 
annually cross a continent to give 
health. and. pleasure to thousands 
of eager customers..and even now are 
being safely shipped over there so 
that our soldier-boys may truly “do 
their bite.” These apples are artificial- 
ly cooled immediately after picking 
and so perfect is the-cooling on the 
long haul that they compete in prime 
condition with New York state ap- 
ples in New York City. Without re- 
frigeration, Georgia could not have 
become the peach state and New 
York state would also be a month 
shorter at the peach growing end 
than it now is. The lucious northern 
cherries set the cherry standard in 
the east. The famous Oregon rasp- 
berries, most perishable of fruits, are 
now enjoyed in Minneapolis and it is 
hoped and expected that improved 
methods will shortly put them on the 
far eastern tables.. On the other 
hand, the great middle west ships 
foods still farther west as well-as re- 
ceiving produce from _ the same 
source. Both the Pacific and Atlantic 
coasts depend on: the corn belt for 
poultry and eggs. But without prop- 
er ‘refrigerator facilities, these every- 
day foods would become the most 
veritable luxuries and only available 
to the very rich. The fine fish, so 
called fresh, such as salmon and hali- 
but, comes from the opposite side of 
the continent, three thousand miles 
away. And as: you know, China has 
entered the market and is now suc- 
cessfully sending us eggs, which once 
again compete with the new laid egg 
of the farm a mile distant. Nothing 
is in season any more, thanks to cold 
storage, for everyone can enjoy food 
as a matter of course any time of 
year. It must have been a monot- 


‘cold 
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onous diet our grandparents enjoyed, 


everything in season only, and noth- 
ing out. It is said that an egg, under 
improper temperature becomes a 
stale egg in four days, while kept un- 
der proper storage conditions, it re 
tains its fresh qualities for four 
months. 


Different kinds of.food need differ- 
ent conditions for storage and hence 
the various storage concerns special- 
ize on fish, or meat, or butter and 
eggs and so on. It was ascertained, 
for instance, that butter will keep 
best when hard frozen at a tempera- 
ture of from'‘zero to 10 degrees above 
zero. It was also found necessary, 
as every housewife knows; to keep 
the butter away from all foods hav- 
ing odors. It was found on the other 
hand, by frequent experimentation, 
that fine cheese is destroyed if kept at 
a temperature below the freezing 
point and that it must be kept at from 
33 to 35 degrees above zero, conse- 
quently the storing of cheese has be- 
come another specialized industry. 
Eggs must be kept just above freez- 
ing, but their natural heat necessi- 
tates a temperature several degrees 
below that of cheese and are there- 
fore kept at about 30 degrees above 
zero. Meat is best kept in a_ hard 
frozen condition and is first subjected 
to a temperature of about 10 degrees 
below zero, the sharp freeze, and 
then permanently stored at 15 to 20 
degrees above. The flush season for 
butter production is during grass time 
of’ May, June, July and August. Dur- 
ing this period, six times as much 
butter is produced as during the re- 
maining eight months. The supply 
greatly exceeds the demand and the 
surplus is put into cold storage for 
winter. Some of this butter may be 
held in storage for nine months; some 
for three months and maybe three 
days. The average butter storage is 
six months. Poultry, properly stored, 
remains in prime condition for 12 
montlis, and it is said that even an 


expert can’t detect the fresh from 
the kept then. In_ fact, authorities 
state that such a fowl is far more 


wholesome and palatable than a new- 
ly slaughtered chick. After this, 
however, the fowl would deteriorate 
markedly. It must also be under- 
stood that a chicken is no better after 
keeping than when it went in, and if 
fiot exactly right in the first place, 
it will be worse when finally eaten. 
Just so with eggs; if properly tem- 
peratured from the beginning, a four- 
months-old egg is superior to the 
highest grade of fresh laid egg, but if 
it has been improperly kept before 
placing in the iced vaults, it will be 
a bad egg as when it went in. By the 
end of each June, it has been esti- 
mated that there are 6,500,000 cases 
of eggs in cold storage. By Decem- 
ber very few are left. It is a fact that 
everyone sometime in his life will buy 
storage products’ whether he 
thinks so or not. The farmer and his 
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wife have much 
since ice has been made to 

them. By this means, foods antl ee 
served and prices kept up and ae 
law of supply and demand 
staple. The modern cold sto 5 
plants are a mighty aid in all f 
problems and we can be decided! 
preciative of them instead of cme 


times deploring their existence.

Put in sieve and allow cold water to 
run through in order to remove bit- 
ter flavor. Return to dish and cover 
as before with cold water. To three 
cups of chopped skins add one half 
cup good vinegar and five cups sugar. 
Boil slowly several hours or until 
mixture is quite thick. The secret of 
this lies in the long slow boiling. Use 
fresh skins. . This amount will make 
six glasses of tried and proved marm- 
alade.. Especially good with meat, in 
fruit cake or mince meat.

One-half cup brown sugar, one-half 
cup molasses, one teaspoonful soda, 
one teaspoonful salt, one-third cup 
lard or drippings, one-half teaspoon- 
ful each, ginger, cloves and cinnamon, 
one egg, one tablespoonful vinegar, 
one-fourth cup hot coffee or boiling 
water, two cups flour (wheat and 
white corn.)

I have suggested cottonseed meal, 
oil meal or gluten feed because } 
know it is difficult to get feeds at th 
present time. I should prefer if | 
could get it, 100 pounds of cottonseed 
and 100 pounds of oil meal in the 
above mixture, but any combination 
that you can obtain under the exceed. 
ingly difficult conditions, of cottonseed 
meal, oil meal or gluten feed to the 
extent of 200 pounds of the mixture 
will give you a very good mixture 
with buckwheat, oats, barley and 
bran. 

The above mixture as you have 
been feeding it, or as suggested with 
the addition of high protein grain 
would have no effect one way or an- 
other on garget although perhaps the 
more oil meal you have, to the ex- 
clusion of cottonseed and gluten, will 
relieve the garget conditions to some 
extent. In my opinion garget is a 
specific disease of the udder which is 
not influenced very greatly by feed, 
although heavy feeding of cottonseed 
meal or gluten, in the minds of many 
practical feeders, predisposes cows to 
this disease. Two hundred pounds in 
1,000 pounds of other feeds would not 
in my opinion, predispose a cow to 
garget. Certainly there is nothing in 
oats, barley, buckwheat and bran that 
would cause garget. I would advise 
you to consult a veterinarian.—E. 5. 
Savage.

The cow, Spring Lawn Queen 
Pontiac, owned by Staub & Clark of 
New Milford; during the last week in 
January, produced 607 pounds of 
milk containing 27.173 pounds of fat. 
By the Holstein standard, this is 
equivalent to 33.97 pounds of butter, 
which is a good pound and a _ half 
more than the record established by 
Flamboro Witzyde De Kol, in 1915, 
while owned by Charles Disbrow of 
Norwalk, Conn. There might have 
been some chance of this cow im- 
proving on her record, if it had not 
occurred that it was necessary to put 
the whole test through in a very lim- 
ited length of time, as Mr. Clark had 
the cow entered in the Brattleboro 
sale. She finished and was shipped 
on the following day, at which place 
she sold for $1,650. She came back to 
Connecticut, to the Stoddard Broth- 
ers, where C. M. Sharp is superin- 
tendent. The work of verification 
was conducted by a present represent- 
ative of the Department of Dairy 
Husbandry. 

Mr. Clark is also present owner of 
the former state record holder, Flam- 
boro Witzyde De Kol, that has 4 
record of 32.42 pounds in seven days. 

A number of the cows in the state 
have approached the 32-pound mark 
in the last two years, but none have 
been able to get beyond the coveted 
production until now Spring Lawn 
Queen Pontiac has come along with 
her record—Department of Dairy 
Husbandry.

ITS SUBSTITUTES AND 


The oft-repeated stat 
em 
are now hearing so mach abeer % 
late in the papers that “fat was fat” 
needs to be taken with some 


of allowance. The grains” 


people are taking a . 
fundamentally wrong stone - 
ploit cheap products as substitutes for 
butter. The experiments carried a 
by F. B. Osborne, of the Connecth 
cut Experiment Station, Dr. Mendel 
of Yale, and E. V. McCollum of the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station wee 
peculiarly interesting and prove be. 
yond a doubt the real value of butter 
—viz., that butterfat not onl yields 
energy and heat as do other fats but 
that it contains something more vital 
than other fats—a_ principal which, 
like proteids, supplies the elements 
necessary for growth and life itself. 

In experiments carried on with 
white rats, the young rats were fed 
various diets composed of chemically 
pure protein, starch, sugar and various 
salts, and got along splendidly for the 
first three months, when they lost ap- 
petite, fell off in growth, and finally 
starved. Many changes were made in 
their diet to make it more palatable. 
When butterfat was substituted for 
the lard which was used as the fat in 
the ration, the little animals imme- 
diately began to grow, just as when 
milk was fed. It was evident that 
butterfat supplies something neces- 
sary for growth which lard could not 
supply. 

Other experiments were carried on 
to determine whether other fats fronr 
the animal or vegetable kingdom 
would produce the same effect as had 
butterfat. Experiments with tallow, 
olive oil, corn oil, cottonseed oil and 
peanut oil proved futile, while the fat 
of eggs and fat extracted from the 
cells of pig’s kidney produced the 
same result as did butterfat. Thus it 
seems evident that the fats obtained 
from the living protoplasm of the ani- 
mal have this property of inducing 
growth after growth has ceased. Thus 
far no plant fat has been found tc 
possess this power. 


Summing up we find that butter 


and dairy products are available for 
heat, energy and growth; while other 
fats produce only heat and energy. In 
the light of these experiments and ob- 
servations, it behooves the housewife 
to give the most careful consideration 
to the results of these recent investt- 
gations before she decides to elimi- 
nate butter and other dairy products 
from the diet of her family. We find 
articles coming through various news- 
papers boosting substitutes by mis- 
leading the public in their statements 
of “just as good, or better than but- 
ter.”
